After a lot of hard work and strenuous physical activity, Alison made the National 
Team.

When Alison finally sought 
medical attention, the news was not good. She had a broken rib and would have to forfeit her 
spot on the team. 

Down, but certainly not out, Allison underwent physiotherapy, and she was soon ready to 
participate in the Summer Olympics of 1 996, in Atlanta, Georgia. Allison and her teammates 
rowed their way to an unbelievable second place finish in the Women's Eight. 

Allison returned to the Olympic scene in 2000 in Sydney, Australia. The team was again, a 
fierce competitor in the rowing division, and at the end of the race, they found themselves on the 
medal podium with a bronze medal finish. 

It was evident from Allison's presentation, that rowing has changed her life. She shared 
her experience with the students of North Lambton and encouraged them to become involved 
with sports, and to enjoy themselves while doing so.
